RUSSIAN GOVERNM ENT RECALLS 
ITS REPRESENTATIVES 
FROM CHINA 


Moscow, July 18.— ' —Russia 
has 
broken off all diplomatic and trade 
relations with the Chinese 
republic, 
precipitating a grave crisis in the dis­ 
pute which grew out of N anking’s 
seizure of the E astern railway in M an­ 
churia. 
Charging the Chinese reply to the 
recent Soviet ultim atum was “unsatis­ 
factory in content and hypocritical in 
tone,” the Russian governm ent has re­ 
called all its diplomatic, consular and 
trade representatives from China and 
ordered the expulsion of Chinese rep­ 
resentatives. 
The Russian note ro China did not 
mention th at it would take arm ed ac­ 
tion. 
Leo K arakhan, assistant com m isar 
for foreign affairs, in charge of east 
e m relations, stated the Soviet Union 
was compelled to take drastic action 
in view of the tone used by the Chin­ 
ese governm ent in reply to R ussia’s 
recent three-day ultim atum dem and­ 
ing a conference for settlement of the 
Chinese E astern railway dispute. 
The situation was regarded in off! 
cial circles as a “dangerous impasse.” 
The Soviet action was taken because 
of the unsatisfactory reply made by 
the Chinese foreign office, which re­ 
jected all Soviet proposals for settle 
m ent of the dispute and at the sam e 
tim e justified the Chinese seizure of 
the road, basing the justification 
on 
grounds that the railway, under Soviet 
control, was an organ of communist 
propaganda ni M anchuria. 
The Soviet governm ent declared in 
its note it dem anded all rights g u ar­ 
anteed 
to 
R ussia 
by 
the 
Mukden 
agreem ent of 1924. It added that China 
by evading an imm ediate conference 
to settle the question "destroys possi­ 
bility of an amicable settlem ent of the 
dispute. 
The note emphasized further th a t 
by sanctioning a o n esid ed abrogation 
of the Mukden treaty China "destroys 
the possibility of norm al relations be­ 
tween the two countries.” 
The Chinese reply to the Russian 
ultim atum charged R ussia’s activities 
in M anchuria were directed 
toward 
destruction of the Chinese social or­ 
der and toward setting the Chinese 
people 
against the government. 
It 
stated also the Chinese governm ent 
was forced to take action in 
M an­ 
churia against the 
Chinese 
E astern 
railway in order to preserve its so­ 
cial order. 
M. K arak h an accused the Chinese 
action as being for the purpose of ob­ 
taining illegal control of the E astern 
railway, rather th an for repression of 
propaganda.

Chinese E astern railway in Manchuria, 
recently seized by the N anking gov­ 
ernm ent, precipitating the whole cri­ 
sis. 
General Chiang Kai-Shek, head of 
the Chinese nationalist 
government, 
stated that China was determined to 
hold on to the seized railway, m ean­ 
while ordering General Chang Hsueh- 
Liang, ruler of Manchuria, to hasten 
back to Mukden and begin to prepare 
for the defense of the province. 
China accepted the latest develop­ 
m ents with great calm, aw aiting the 
return to N anking of Foreign Minis­ 
ter Wang.
